$2 Million 
Ransom Sought 
From TWA 


LAS VEGAS, Nev. (A P) — A 
bomb 
which 
authorities say 
was apparently planted by a 
mysterious 
extortionist 
ripped 
through the cockpit of a Trans 
World Airlines Boeing 707 early 
today hours after it landed here 
and discharged its passengers 
and crew. 
The bomb blew a large hole 
in the top and right hand side 
of the cockpit fuselage. Debris 
was scattered for 30 to 40 feet. 
There were no injuries report­ 
ed. 
The sheriff’s office said the 
bomb was apparently one of 
those the extortionist has said 
he planted in order to get $2 
million in ransom from TWA. 
Trained dogs sniffed out one 
bomb in a cockpit set to go off 
less than an hour after a New 
York to Los Angeles TWA je t­ 
liner landed in New York T ues­ 
day. 
Authorities apparently didn’t 
know the bomb was aboard the 
New York to Las Vegas flight 
until it exploded at 3:55 a.m ., 
sources said. The plane landed 
at McCarran International Air­ 
port Tuesday night. A sheriff’s 
spokesman said the plane had 
been 
searched 
for 
bombs 
in 
New York and had been parked 
routinely at the airport at the 
time of the blast.

Pen Escapee 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Al­ 
though the state Highway P a­ 
trol continued a search of the 
Ohio Penitentiary today, it ap­ 
peared Darrell Oney, 32, had 
escaped from inside the ancient 
walls. 
Oney, lerving a life sentence 
on burglary convictions in six 
counties, Mas discovered miss­ 
ing from his job at the in­ 
stitution’s butcher shop Tues­ 
day during a 4 p.m. headcount. 
Prison officials said 
t h e y 
were not sure whether Oney es­ 
caped or was hiding inside. 
If he did get 
out, 
Warden 
Harold Cardwell said, he prob­ 
ably did it by hiding in a gar­ 
bage truck or on a truck which 
hauls bones from the shop. 
Oney 
entered 
the 
prison 
March 12, 1971, on convictions 
of breaking and entering in the 
night season in Montgomery, 
Clark, Fayette, Greene, Miami 
and Clinton counties, officials 
said. 
He would be only the fourth 
prisoner to escape from inside 
the walls since the Civil War. 
Three men scaled the wall 
earlier this year. One was cap­ 
tured the next day and the oth­ 
er two were apprehended sev­ 
eral days later in Kentucky.
